Start — Old Rosebud Delights 
His Numerous Admirers. 



RALTIMORE, M<1.. May 1. — Unpropitious weather 
somewhat fiiarred tlie opening program of the Mary- 
land Jockey Olub’s spring meeting at I’imlieo today, 
Imt failed to keep away thousands of racing dev- 
otees, and while many got a good drenching it 
did not dampen their enthusiasm, especially when 
such popular old horses of the turf as Old Rose- 
bud and Omar Khayyam made their appearance. 
Old Rosebud was greeted with cheers as he pa- 
raded to the iK»st in the sixth, and on his return 
to tlie scales after his easily achieved victory over 
the speedy Flags he and his rider received an ova- 
tion that strikingly illustrated the ixipularity of 
Frank Weir’s famous gelding. Xor were tlie plaudits 
of the spectators missing when Wilfrid Viau’s 
Omar Khayyam, the sensational racer of 1917. 
gamely outstayed Commander Ross’ Boniface in the 
Rennert Handicap, the feature of the inaugural 
card. Omar raced in his former brilliant style and 
none were more jubilent over his success titan his 
trainer, Sandy McNaughton, who has time and again 
asserted that the great English -bred horse w'ould 
return to the races this year the same horse that 
astonished and delighted racing patrons the country 
over two years ago. when he won the Kentucky 
Derby and other important American stakes. 

L. Ensor celebrated his first appearance in the 
saddle for the season by winning with The Desert 
ill the opening race, while Johnny Loftus also was 
successful with his initial mount, scoring with Mr. 
Brumtncl in The second. 

The Inaugural Steeplechase resulted in the vic- 
tory of the Greentree Stable’s Tetan, with Vincent 
Dowers in the saddle. 

Carroll Shilling, for a number of years one of 
America’s leading jockeys, lias been granted a 
trainer’s license by the Jockey Club. Shilling will 
train a division of the J. K. L. Ross stable. It 
is said that Commander Ross appeared in person 
before the license committee of the Jockey Club 
in Shilling’s b<*half. and that it was through 
liis efforts that the license was grunted. For the 
past year Shilling has been acting as assistant 
trainer to H. Bedwell. 

Steeplechase jockey J. Smith has signed to ride 
the jumpers in the Triple Springs Farm stable. 
He put in an application for a license yesterday. 

CIRRUS REPORTED INJURED. 

It is reported that Cirrus, one of the crack 
three -year -olds in the S. C. Hildreth stable, picked 
up a nail and will In? thrown out of training for 
the time being. 

Among the riders who appeared with the colors 
up for the first time this season were Ensor, I.yke, 
Loftus and Kttinmer. 

The stewards of the National Steeplechase and 
Hunt Association held a meeting in the clubhouse 
at Pimlico this morning. Among those who attended 
were Henry J. Morris. Charles K. Harrison, J. E. 
Davis, F. (1. Von Static and A. Henry Higginson. 
George Gall, secretary of the body, came over 
from New York to attend the session. 

The committee in charge of the race to be run 
at Pimlico in which old-time riders w'ill have the 
mounts has about decided to run the race the 
morning that the Preaknes will lie run. The com- 
mittee in charge of arrangements is made up of 
T. J. Healey, W. P. Burcli, A. J. Joyner and 
IV. R. Midgley. Ed “Snapper” Garrison and James 
McLaughlin, two old-time rivals, will lead the fieid 
to the post. James Itow'e will act as timer and 
John Brennan will drop the timer’s flag. Ben 
Pope and J. Howard Lewis both wish to ride in 
the race. The committee intends making this race 
a great attraction, and it is said that each of the 
riders will tie presented with a handsome umbrella 
as a souvenir of the occasion. 

Mrs. F. Ambrose Clark has leased a house in the 
Green Spring Valley for the meeting, where she 
is entertaining a house party, which came over 
from New York and Philadelphia to attend the races. 

Mrs. Payne Whitney lias become a member of the 
Maryland Jockey Club, and will be here for the 
meeting. 

Racing secretary Walter Edwards, who was at 
Havre de Grace on Tuesday, reports that twenty of 
thirty-four boxes have already been reserved for 
the Jamaica meeting.

. Sign of the times! A lady has been elected an 
\ honorary life member of one of the Australian 
Jockey Clubs; she has not missed a meeting for 
forty years. 

Callot. the French jockey, who used to ride for 
the American owners M. Pfizer and “Gene’’ Leigh 
in obstacle races, recently died of influenza at 
Maisons-Lafitte. 

England has its Itoamer. He is a pretty nice 
sort of three-year-old. bred in France by James A. 
de Rothschild, by Predicateur — Cross as Two Sticks, 
• and is entered in nearly all the stakes of 1919. 

Manilardo. the third betting choice for the Epsom 
Derby, is owned and was bred by A. W. Cox 
(Mr. Fairie). and is a brother to Gay Crusader, 
the English champion and Derby winner of 1917. 

Since the armistice was signed (52,520 surplus 
army horses have been sold in Great Britain for 
$2,750,858. an average price of about $287. In the 
same period 1.478 mules have brought an average 
of $105. 

George Odoin is pointing King Plaudit for the 
I’reakness. The colt was purchased at the Brighton 
Stable sale last summer and has trained satis- 
factorily this spring after wintering in fine con- 
dition at Gravesend. 

A special train from Chicago to Louisville for the 
Kentucky Derby has been arranged for. It will 
leave over the Monon route at 9 p. m. May 9, ar- 
rive at Louisville at 7:30 Derby day morning, and 
make a sjiecial return run the same evening after 
the race. 

A match ut one mile and a half for $17,500 a side 
has been arranged in India between J. C. Galstaun’s 
Dark Legend, the Indian champion and Viceroy’s 
Cup winner, and C. Cunningham’s Helford, a five- 
year-old. by Ixiiowand — Aunt Hetty. Both are Eng- 
lish horses. Dark Legend is to concede Helford 
fourteen pounds in the race, which is to be run 
at the Poonah meeting in August.

American Ace Gives Him a Game 
Battle — Viola Gaffney a 
Disappointment. 



LEXINGTON, Ky., May 1.— Willis Sharpe Kil- 
mer’s crack Exterminator’s return to the scenes 
of his early triumphs was an auspicious one, for 
he clearly demonstrated to the local iaipulace that 
he is a racing prospect of the first magnitude when 
he accounted for tlie Ben Ali Handicap, today’s 
carded feature, and worth $2,615 net to the win- 
ner, in tlie most easy manner from some highly 
rated ones that included tlie sensational American 
Ace and the sturdy Midway. Exterminator was con- 
ceding much weight to all the others, but carried 
his impost in race horse style and clearly proved 
in tlie running ttiat had his rider so elected he could 
have overhauled tlie speedy American Ace at any 
IKiint after going tlie first half mill-. Exterminator, 
however, was saved under restraint a close fol- 
lower of American Ace until the trying hill had 
been covered, and once headed for the finish after 
rounding the stretch turn Morys called on Ex- 
terminator and the result was quickly foreshadowed, 
for the Kilmer representative raced by tlie leader 
with apparent ease and won by as big a margin 
as the rider chose. American Ace, though tiring 
was far enough In front to eliminate any danger of 
being pased by any of the others for second place. 
Midway was badly outrun to the stretch, where 
he came resolutely and succeeded in overhauling 
Hanovia in the last few strides for third money. 
Viva America retired early and seemingly was han- 
dicapped by the rough g-ing. 

Weather and track conditions again militated 
against the sport, but it had no marked effect 
on the attendance. An assemblage of immense size 
was again on hand to view the sport. The card 
was an excellent one considering the difficult track 
and tlie racing was interesting, but finishes were 
again straggling. 

The defeat of Jago in the fifth race was par- 
ticularly unexepected and proved costly to the ma- 
jority of those at the track. 

Outsiders begun their successes with the initial 
race when Hasty Cora won after a mild drive to 
outstay Circulate, the favorite. Mustard lauding 
third. 

The dash for maiden two-year-old fillies wit- 
nessed the downfall of the highly regarded Viola 
Gaffney, which failed even of getting a portion of 
t lie nurse, mostly due to her green behavior at 
the post and inclination to run out on the turns. 
Annette Teller, a disappointment at Hot Springs, 
proved an easy winner of the race from Midia and 
Goldine. 

SEWELL COMBS BEATS HIGH COST. 

Gallalier Bros.’ Sewell Combs was the winner of 
the third race from High Cost, with Herald land- 
ing in third place. Paddy, which in a former start, 
triumphed over Legotal in muddy going, ran a dull 
race and was far back all the way. 

Jockey Davies was suspended for three (lays by 
tlie starter for disobedience at tlie post. 

Mose Goldblatt shipped his horses to Louisville 
and those he is training for Harry Payne Whitney 
tonight. He was advised during the afternoon that 
Vindex, Harry Payne Whitney’s Kentucky Derby 
starter, had been shipped from Baltimore and would 
arrive in Louisville tomorrow. He will be looked 
after by Goldblatt until trainer James Rowe’s ar- 
rival from Red Bank, N. J. 

It. D. Williams claimed Sungold from the last 
race at a eost of $2,200. 

Tlie horses owned by J. Lochheimer, in charge of 
Dan Clark, were shipped to New York this morn- 
ing to engage in the racing there. 

Trainer Henry McDaniel went to Binghamton. 
N. Y.. tonight to consult with owner Willis Sharp* 
Kilmer. Exterminator will be kept here and his 
next start will be in the Camden Handicap. A 
complete canvass of the horses in these oarts shows 
755 available for racing, including 230 two-year- 
olds. 

Jockey Boyle, under contract to E. R. Bradley, 
sustained a slight injury this morning while exer- 
cising a youngster over the Idle Hour Farm track 
and will be out of the saddle for several days.

The fact that the two richest races of the year for 
three-year-olds 'are run with so little time inter- 
vening is puzzling to owners.

THE CULLEN BON MISNAMED 



LEXINGTON, Ky., May 1. — By some clerical 
error the filly The Cullen Bon, in a previous sturt, 
was carded as The Colleen Bawn, but her registra- 
tion shows her to be The Cullen Bon, and as such 
started in all her races prior to the recent error. 

The so-called "clerical error” was an "error” at 
the source. It was probably made in the request 
for registration. It was certainly the intention 
of the breeder to name the filly The Colleen Bawn, 
for which there is good authority — Dion Boucicault’s 
excellent Irish play, based on Gerald Griffin’s fine 
novel, "The Collegians,” of the same name — which 
in 1861-3 was a great success in this country and 
England. The Colleen Bawn will run as The Colleen 
Bawn so far as Daily Racing Form is concerned, 
even though she be hideously registered as The 
Cullen Bou. Obvious error is not nice to follow. 
Daily Racing Form lias in the past used several 
corrected names, notably Piute, instead of Piute, 
and Ileury of Trastamare, instead of Henry of 
Fmnstumar. In both cases it was found from origi- 
nal sources that Piute’s natural Indian tribe name 
was given to the Etlielbert — Yaqui colt, but was 
transformed into the unnatural Piute, which meant 
nothing. This was a flagrant error, as the Etlielbert 
— Yaqui colt of 1905 had been named Apache, an- 
other Indian tribal name, and the 1909 filly by 
Mizzen — Yaqui was called Young Squaw, again 
carrying out the Indian line of nomenclature. Yaqiii's 
dam was Iroquois 1 18941, another Indian tribal 
name, and Yaqui’s half-sister( 1901) was Algonquin, 
still another Indian tribe. 

Iu the ease of Henry of Trastamare the late 
J. A. Strode, who raced him, told the writer that 
the horse was named for a character iu one of 
Conan Doyle's works. That character was Henry of 
Trastamare. Still, through an error in registration, 
probably made in the request sent in to the 
registrar’s office, the horse was named Henry of 
Franstainar. and ivas so known officially, lint not 
in the columns of this newspaper, which, whenever 
it finds an obvious error, will correct it. So The 
Colleen Bawn will appear correctly In these columns 
us The Colleen Bawn, and not as The Cullen Boil. 



CUDGEL FOR KENTUCKY HANDICAP 



Star of the Older Division of the Ross Stable Point- 
ing for Campaign in Blue Grass State. 



BALTIMORE. Md.. May 1. — Cudgel, winner of 
the Brooklyn. Pimlico Spring and Kentucky Handi- 
caps of 1918, and, with the possible exception of 
the Bowie Clip winner. George Smith, the champion 
handicap horse of the year, will be a sure starter 
in the 1919 Kentucky Handicap, Churchill Downs' 
great $10,000 race at one mile and a quarter for 
three-year-olds and over, and the most valuable 
of its kind that will he run in Die United States. 
Cudgel, which wintered at Laurel Park with Com- 
mander J. K. L. Ross’ Derby candidates. Billy 
Kelly and Sir Barton, and his Preakness candidate. 
War Pennant, is training superbly. The only reason 
he did not start at Havre de Grace on Saturday in 
the Susquehanna Handicap, the race in which 
Vindex proved that he was of the stuff of which 
Preakness and Derby winners are made, was that 
H. G. Bedwell. Commander Ross’ trainer, believed 
that Foreground was good enough to win. 

Cudgel is not, perhaps, as far advanced as is 
Billy Kelly, but lie is ready for a bruising effort 
at one mile, or one mile and a sixteenth, and Bed- 
well believes he will be fit enough on May 7 to 
win the impending renewal of the Pimlico Spring 
Handicap. It will be a gallop of one mile and a 
Sixteenth. It was in the 1918 renewal of this 
special that Cudgel, which had made his racing 
reputation in the west, convinced a skeptical east 
that he was a horse of the highest quality by 
trimming Omar Khayyam. 

The horse that will go west with Cudgel to start 
in the Kentucky and Clark Handicaps immediately 
after the running of the Pimlico Spring Handicap is 
Boniface. Boniface himself is a good performer 
and he is fit. His race with the rejuvenated Old 
Rosebud Die other day at Havre de Grace was an 
eyeopener to the eastern talent. Boniface was not 
supposed to be a sprinter, yet he finished second 
a couple of lengths back of Old Rosebud and well 
in front of Milkmaid and Straight Forward. Not 
having any such reputation as Cudgel made last 
year and the- year before, Boniface will get in tlie 
western handicaps light. Whether the English colt 
Foreground, the same which ran Exterminator to a 
half length in last fall’s renewal of tlie Pimlico 
Autumn Handicap, will journey to Kentucky with 
Cudgel and Boniface is problematical. However, if 
Bedwell decides to take Foreground west the Ken- 
tuckians will see a good horse in the son of Fugel- 
man — Sketches. Foreground is not afraid of a long 
distance. 

SIR BARTON HIGHLY REGARDED. 

Bedwell was not sure that Sir Barton was the 
colt to send west, with Billy Kelly for the great 
Derby at Churchill Downs until Die son of Star 
Shoot — Lady Sterling, which claims Sir Martin for 
half-brother, until Sir Barton worked one mile and 
an eighth at Havre de Grace on Friday in 1:54. 
Sir Barton, by all odds tlie handsomest individual 
of the Ross three-year-olds, > is a fast, smooth gal- 
loper. Last fall, before he suffered an attack of 
blood poisoning, which was near tlie killing of him. 
he could do anything in work that Billy Kelly could 
do. and as impressively. But the malady from 
which 1ip suffered often leaves horses that seem 
to recover completely with constitutional weak- 
nesses. and Bedwell wanted to be sure Sir Burton 
was right before lie announced a plan of campaign 
for him. He is convinced now that Sir Barton is 
ns sound constitutionally as any horse in his stable 
and that lie is as formidable a Derby prospect as 
may lie found in tlie east. Most of the horsemen 
who wintered at Laurel Park are in agreement witli 
him. 

Milkmaid is to go west for the Oaks at Churchill 
Downs and divers other races. Her Havre de 
Grace form has been reassuring. She did not prove 
good enough to pack 110 pounds and beat Old Rose- 
bud last Friday, blit tli^re are a lot of mares that 
cannot beat Old Rosebud when lie is right, as he 
seems to lie now. But slip did Iieal Toto and Tick- 
lish and Routledge without great difficulty earlier 
in the Havre de Grace meeting and she is training 
splendidly. At Pimlico last ' fall there was little 
or nothing to choose between Milkmaid and War 
Pennant, he the winner of tlie $5,000 Walden 
Stakes. The I’pep o’Day filly is not as robust a 
three-year-old as is War Pennant, but she is not 
badly developed for a mare, and if her public 
form is reliable, she is not going to balk at a good 
distance of ground. She was not cut out for 
sprinting.

LOUISVILLE. Ky.. May 1.— Red Red Rose. 
Mrs. Pa.vne Whitney’s chestnut filly, by Whisk 
Broom II. — Cardnminc. arrived at tlie Downs yester- 
day and is now safely quartered in the stable of 
Mose Goldblatt. who lias charge of the western 
division of the Whitney stable. Tlie filly had 
been on the ailing list at Hot Springs for tlie past 
few weeks, but lias now fully recovered and will 
be pointed for her stake engagements at the 
Downs.

EIGHT HORSES IN BROOKDALE STABLE 



Dyment String Reaches Woodbine Park — Highly 
Prized Foal at Barrie Farm. 



TORONTO, Out., May 1. — Trainer George Walker 
of tin* Brookdale Stable, Barrie, lias arrived at 
Woodbine Park with tlie horses intended for this 
year’s racing.

For some years Die D.vinents have had had luck 
with their foals, hut the tide appears to have 
turned this spring, as they only lost one. tliut lieing 
out of the young mare Minnetonka, while Elfain 
proved barren. One of tlie fouls is a beautiful colt 
by Tippecanoe, tlie dam of which is the well-known 
race mare Lady Curzon. Bella Fox, Amelina and 
Minnewaska also foaled colts, the first two being 
by Tippecunoo and the latter by Heresy. Solid 
Comfort has a filly by Red Fox II., and Donation 
a filly by Tippecanoe.
